«$50 WILL LIBERATE MOTHERS

ine cnud day care center on campus is 

what the support is for and support 
comes from many areas. Panhellenic is 
supporting it, the home economics 
department is happy to see it come, 
faculty wives have been helpful in 
working on and for it, students have been 
working with it and other groups are 
supporting it one way or another. 


Scheduled for opening around the end 
of February or early March, the center 
will accommodate 48 children, according 
to present plans. It had been hoped that 
50 children would have been 
accommodated but, because of 
regulations requiring an established ratio 
of space to child, the number has been 
reduced to 48. 
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Present plans call for the children to be 
pre-schoolers, two to five years old. An 
advantage to parents who are on campus 
during the day is that the center will be 
on campus. 


The center, officially termed ‘ASSSC 
Children’s Center,” will be located on Jed 
Smith Drive, north of the fish and game 
building. It will be housed in a trailer and 
there will be a play area outside. In time, 
a second trailer may be added to expand 
the service. 


Cost to parents will be $50 per month 
per child. This charge is necessary to help 
make the center self-supporting and is 
somewhat more reasonable than other 
centers. This income will be used for 
food, staff salaries and utility costs. Since 
this money funds the program, the center 
will not be able to care for children 
whose parents cannot pay. 


Financial support for the center is 
coming from various places. The ASSSC 
has budgeted $3,000 for it and a food 


tasting party has been scheduled for Dec. 
3 from 11 a.m. to 2 p.m. at Westbridge. 
Tickets are$! for students and $2 for 
others. 

Ther food will be prepared by students, 
faculty and community affiliates. People 
working on the event hope to raise 
$1,000 for the event. Tickets will be 
available through the Activities office, the 
ASSSC business office and from students 
and faculty who are working to support 
the center. A proposal goes before the 
Board of Fiscal Matters today, Nov, 20, 
that asks for ASSSC support for the 
rental cost of the building and site 
development. If the proposal is approved 
by them, it will then go to the ASSSC, 
which can approve or disapprove it 

Besides being a helpful program for 
parents, students will also benefit from 
this center. The home _ economics 
department will use the center as a 
laboratory experience for students since 
working with young children is part of 
the major This provides ideal 


ollege work-study hits paydirt 
thanks to federal government hike

Few services on campus are of as much 
value to the student and the community 

as the federally-funded Work-Study 
Program. The program pays 80% of the 
students’ salaries, thus leaving the 
employer only 20% of the cost. Students 
work 15 hours a week and must meet 
federal government criteria to participate 
in the program 

Recently the “New Student,” a campus 
newspaper, blasted the Work Study 
program as being 4 “rip off in disguise.” 
Charging that $36,000 allocated to Work 
Study was sent back to Washington, B.. 
thus robbing many students of jobs, Dr 
Sidney Inglis, director of financial aids, 


called the accusation a “damn lie.” No 
money was sent back, he said, adding that 
the $36,000 was used this summer. 

The Financial Aids Center tries to place 
students in off-campus jobs involving 
community problems, anti-poverty 
projects, law enforcement, and when 
possible, jobs related to the student's 
field of study. The objectives of the 
program are not only to put money into 
the pockets of students, although that is 
the major priority, but also higher goals 

These goals are to develop stronger ties 
of communication to all segments of the 
community, expand community service 
by supplying manpower cheaply to 
organizations with little funding. offer 
students field experience in areas related 
to their career goals, and offer students 


the opportunity to receive non-repayable 
financial aid. 

The off-campus jobs pay $2.50 an hour 
while the on campus jobs pay $1.85. 
Some of the organizations now 
employing s‘udents include the State 
Department of Corrections, City of 
Sacramento, Council of 
Inter-governmental Relations, 
Sacramento City Schools, and the 
Sacramento Economic Opportunity 
Council, just to name a few 

Besides Work Study, the center operates 
two other major student aid projects. The 
Economic Opportunity Program, in order 
to give aid to students, requires that the 
family’s annual gross income be less than 
$6.000 and would not otherwise be able 
to send their child to college. The 


opportunity for the students to get 
involved without having to leave the 
campus. ; 

“Other child care center applications 
run far above what they can accept,” said 
Mr. Tyler Breese, activities advisor. 
Applications for the child care center 
won't be available until sometime in 
January and Breese predicted that 4 
similar situation will probably arise at 
SSC, too. 

Sacramento State is not the only college 
working on a child care center. San 
Francisco State College is planning a child 
care center but hasn’t gone beyond 
looking at facilities and locations. Cal 
State Hayward had one during the 
summer held in a school off-campus and 
rented by the Associated Students. 
“Parents United,” a campus organization 
at Hayward, has been the most active 
group there. Until more is worked out, 
cooperatives in homes are being set up. § 
UCD also has set up a child care center in 
one of the dormitories 
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National Detense Student Loan Program 
allows students to borrow up to $500 a 
semester or $5,000 for a five year period. 
It gives special repayment advantages to 
students who become teachers 


The center also administers other special 
programs to aid students of nursing and 
law enforcement in addition to operating 
an employment service 


fhe center has received a $936,000 
federal grant to operate the three major 
programs four times the amount 
received last year. The Work Study 
Program has caught the imagination of 
many people in the community and has 
the potential of becoming one of the 
most beneficial programs in operation at 
ssc

SAN FRANCISCO (AP)- College bachelor’s degree 
programs should be reduced from four to three years 
and colleges should be reorganized to serve older 
adults, a prestigious education study group said 
today. 

Cutting a year off the basic college course would 
save $3.5 billion to $5 billion a year in operating 
costs and another $5 billion in construction in the 
next 10 years, the Carnegie Foundation Commission 
of Higher Education reported. 

Commission chairman Clark Kerr, former president 
of the University of California, presented the 55-page 
report. a product of three years of study, at a news 
conference. 

To shorten the time required for the B.A. degree, 
the commission suggests high schools be accredited to 
give the first year of college work and that special 
summer college programs be started for students 
whose high schools don’t qualify. 

Kerr said 50,000 high school students a year now 
earn credit for advanced standing in college. He said 
the commission believes that number could quickly 
be increased to 500,000. 

To promote life-long learning and to give adults 
more opportunity to change careers, the commission 
recommends that all high school graduates regardless 
of their grades, be able to attend two years of college 
or vocational school at any time of their lives. 

This could be done, the report says, by a system of 
free or low-tuition two-year community colleges, as a 
number of states— including California— now have.

Draft director threatens to quit 


said, by adding an “educational security” program to 
Social Security, to be paid through payroll taxes on 
employers and employes. 


LOS ANGELES (AP)--Selective Service Director 
Curtis Tarr says he might quit his job if a law is 
passed to let young men avoid the draft as 
conscientious objectors to a particular war. 

Tarr said a bill now in Congress to liberalize 
conscientious objector laws would gum up the draft 
system, adding he already has “‘a difficult enough job 
so that I'll give it up if anybody wants it.” 

Selective objection to a warwouldmake it nearly 
impossible to separate those “who have a problem of 
conscience from those who have a problem of 
politics,” Tarr said Sunday in a taping of the public 
television series The Advocates, to be aired tonight 

Rep. Edward Koch, D--N.Y., sponsor of the bill, 
also appeared on the program, arguing that current 
draft laws are defective because “you have to decide 
whether to violate the law or violate one’s 
conscience.” 

Current laws governing conscientious objectors 
require a man to oppose war in any form based upon 
religious conviction or, in a recent U.S. Supreme 
Court interpretation, upon a “coherent philosophical 
belief.” 

Koch’s bill would maintain the same religious and 
philosophical requirement but permit objection to a 
certain war.

What's the law? 


Mastering the Draft 


Copyright 1970

Q.: My lottery number is 122. Throughout 1970 I have held a II-S 
student deferment. When I graduate in January and get reclassified I-A, 
will | immediately fal! in with those special people whose draft liability 
was recently extended through March 19717 


A.: No. You are referring to the so-called 1971 Extended Priority 
Selection Group. Members of this Group will be drafted before anyone 
else (except volunteers) to fill inductions scheduled prior to April 1, 

1971. Thereafter—or earlier if the supply of Extended Priority men 
runs out the draft board will start all over again at lottery number 1, 
calling men from the regular lottery pool. 

You will be in this regular pool (the 1971 First Priority Selection 
Pool), because you will not have satisfied all three requirements for 
inclusion in the Extended Priority Group. The three requitements are: 
(1) A registrant must belong to the 1970 First Priority Group as of 
December 31, 1970. (2) His lottery number must have been reached by 
the draft board during 1970. (In other words, the board must have 
issued an induction order to some other registrant holding the same 
lottery number or a higher one.) (3) The registrant, himself, must not 
have been issued an induction order 

At a minimum, you will not satisfy the first requirement. Your 
deferment will disqualify you. The First Priority Group contains only 
men classified I-A or I-A-O (noncombatant C.O.). [f a man is not in the 
Group on December 31, his liability cannot be extended for three more 
months. Since you will still be II-S, rather than I-A or I-A-O, on 
December 31, your liability will not be extended - regardless of whether 
you fulfill the other two requirements. 

So you will join the 1971 First Priority Selection Group when you are 
reclassified I-A in January. The key question is when will your 
particular draft board begin calling men from your Group. The answer 
depends upon whether your board has men with extended liability and 
if so how many. A substantial supply of extended priority men would 
delay the point at which your board first dips into the First Priority 
Group. Once the plunge is taken, however and in no case will it occur 
much later than the end of March- you will be drafted whenever your 
lottery number (122) is reached (assuming, of course, that you are still 
~ se¢ 
Q.: Friends of mine have been sending their local boards bibles, 
magazines, comic books, etc. They claim all this material must be 
placed in their selective service files. Are they right? 


A.: No. The regulations do provide that everything “pertaining” to a 
registrant must be placed in his file. However, the regulations also give 
the Draft Director authority to direct local boards to dispose of certain 
information it receives. Until recently, the Draft Director had not 
exercised this authority. The problem, however, has apparently reached 
a crisis. Draft Director Curtis Tarr noted in a recent interview with this 
reporter: “People try to load the board with letters in Chinese and 
Russian. There's quite a bit of this in some boards where students bend 
over backwards to write all kinds of letters that are not intelligible or 
they’re too long, not to the point. These things require a tremendous 
amount of time.” 

As a result, on September 30 the Draft Director exercised his 
authority and issued Loca] Board Memorandum No. 115. It provides, in 
part: “‘Local boards are hereby authorized to discard all matter received 
from a registrant which plainly has no bearing on his identification or 
classification.” As a result, the books and magazines sent in by your 
friends may now be thrown away by the local board clerk. 

One danger created by LBM No. 115 is that clerks will now be forced 
to decide what information is irrelevant to a registrant’s identification 
or classification. Conceivably, a book, a letter written in Russian or 
other such information could be legitimately important to a registrant’s 
case. This will be especially true for registrants seeking the 
conscientious objector classification. Conscientious objectors often 
send in literature they have written or books which have contributed 
towards their opposition to war. 

Since overzealous clerks may dispose of anything unconventional, a 
registrant is weil advised to send everything to his local board by 
registered mail, return receipt requested. A periodic check of the file is 
also advisable to make sure that all information sent in was actually 
placed in the file.

Being rather new at the art of reviewing, I decided it would be most 
appropriate to pick some obscure album no one had ever heard of so 
my comments could not be disputed. This way I could not only get in 
some practice to refine my crude form, but I could also avoid those of 
you who are always ready to leap down any reviewer’s throat 

| went over to the bookstore and looked in their miscellaneous rack, 
figuring I could find something like “Bunky and Jake Together Again.’ 
I left instead with the new album by Stephen Stilis. That about says it 
for my ability to carry out my intentions—a task I can still accomplish 
more successfully than review an album, as you are about to notice 
Simon Nicol is a member of Fairport Convention. I mention this 
because on their latest album there is a parenthetical after his name on 
the personnel roster: ‘Look out Steve Stills.”’ Nicol, playing an array of 
instruments, is quite competent to make that statement (the album will 
be reviewed here later) but a little overconfident. Stills, as evidenced by 
his solo album, has nothing to worry about 
To get the details out of the way, Stills plays accoustic and electric 
guitar, organ, piano, percussion, bass, steel drums, and sings all vocals 
He is joined on various cuts by Jimi Hendrix, Eric Clapton, and Booker 
T. Jones with a back-up chorus consisting of, among others, John 
Sebastian, David Crosby, Graham Nash and Cass Elliott 

But the album, beyond any doubt, is carried off 100% by Stills 
himself. In the two days I’ve had the album I've practically worn it out 
trying to find a flaw. Every album has at least one flaw even if it is only 
overproduction as is often the case with the Beatles and CSN&Y. There 
isn’t a flaw in this album. 

Each cut is different, although I’m not sure in what way because they 
fit together too tightly. Individually, they all remind me of theings | 
have heard before, although I can’t place where. 

At the risk of typing this album into a category, Stills album strikes 
me most as being exactly what many have longed for-a fourth album 
by the Buffalo Springfield. The Springfield had a certain quality and 
energy that has been lacking in all their “‘successors’’ CSN&Y, Poco, 
Neil Young w/Crazy Horse. Although all are excellent in their own 
ways, they fail to capture the excitement of putting on one of the old 
Springfield albums. But Stills has captured that quality, whatever it 
may be. 

I can visually see the Springfield performing on Stills album even 
though Stills is the only ex-member on it. This does not mean that Stills 
album sounds like the old Springfield. Except in some small ways it 
doesn’t. But the ever-present energy and feeling of the Springfield is 
there 

“Black Queen,” for example (recorded live courtesy of Jose Cuervo 
Gold Label Tequila), is a solo accoustic piece by Stills lying somewhere 
in the borderland betweenblues and rock. Yet somehow I can envision 
it fitting perfectly in the Springfield’s “Bluebird” even though a 
similarity between the two tunes is almost non-existent 

If it appears as though I’m prancing all around the album without 
really getting down to discussing it, you're right. Examining this album, 
a simple task with most recordings, is almost impossible. Usually I can 
pick out individual aspects upon which to comment. Something whcih 
rises above or falls below the overall quality of the work. | can’t find 
any such highs or lows here. The album stands alone as a whole 
regardiess of the lines that separate the cuts something that has 
occurred only twice before (to my knowledge) with Sergeant Pepper 
and more recently (although very few people have every heard of it) 
with Joe Byrd and the Field Hippies (also to be reviewed later.) 

Phere’s really not much to say about Stills other than “fantastic.” 
Hearing a cut on radio doesn’t do it justice. Buy a copy. Take it home 
Get into it. If you don’t agree, | can only feel sorry for you

Now that the football season is over the time seems appropriate to 
reflect back on our multi-thousand dollar lighting investment. 

Those six magnificent towers have enabled the college to exhibit a 
showcase of night football to the city of Sacramento, unfortunately 
second-rate to that of the area high schools and junior colleges. 

The reasons for installing stadium lights on Hornet field were many: 
easier scheduling of Far Western Conference games; greater importance 
attached to the Saturday night game, making it the major attraction in 
the city; bigger attendance because people enjoy watching night 
football: installation of lights was a necessary step in the progress of a 
growing college; the stadium would see greater use because area high 
schools would be allowed to schedule Thursday night games here, 
interest in the team would increase locally and on the campus and 
finally; night football at SSC would give the team a more professional 
look. There was even speculation that the increased gate proceeds 
would quickly make the lights a lucrative investment. 

Obviously fault can be found with many of those reasons previously 
given. And just as obviously we will be accused of hasty judgment in 
our speculation about the value of the stadium lights to the college, but 
that is to be expected. 

We grant that F.W.C. scheduling has been made easier, that fans 
sometimes enjoy night football more than day football and that the 
stadiam would see more use because high schools would utilize the field 
on Thursday's. But with the other reasons we take issue. 

Contrary to thinking, high school and junior college football has 
remained the major attraction in Sacramento. Take for example the 
overflow crowd that witnessed the El Camino-Mira Loma High School 
geme at El Camino’s stadium, or the Bella Vista-E] Camino game, or 
any of the Woodland H.S. games, and then consider the local interest in: 
the cross-town rivalry of Sacramento City College and American River 
College. Not only has local interest failed to increase, but the hoped for 
campus interest also has not materialized. We point for proof to the 
Homecoming attendance which was about half of last year’s crowd and 
to the absence of those well-known football fans, the fraternities. 
Granted that a small number were in regular attendance, but with the 
number of fraternal organizations on campus, more interest would seem 
to have been generated among them. 

In addition, the rationalization that stadium lights are necessary in a 
growing college is unfounded. For years Sacramento State has existed 
comfortably on afternoon football with an average attendance of 
somewhere between three and four thousand. Since a trend in 
attendance seems to have developed through the years, along with the 

inence of F. W. C. football in the state, one question whether SSC 
football will gain wider prominence in five years, when the school is 
scheduled to reach full enrollment, than it has now. Afterall, the Far 

Western Conference is college division football iaving to compete with 
the likes of the Pacific Athletic Conference and the Western Athletic 
Conference with their large school football and national importance. 

Finally we take issue with the claim that our football team would gain 
additional stature as a team with lights to play under. Before we cite 
the quality of play exhibited by the Hornets this year, it is only fair to 
note that with a three-year probation hanging over your head, 
demoralization can beset any team. For lack of a closer analogy we use 
the example of the 1969 Ohio State Buckeye’s 9-1 record in face of the 

Big Ten Conference's “no repeat’ rule in connection with a Rose Bowl 
appearance. Over the years the Hornets have played exceptionally fine 
football, many times winning the conference championship despite the 
“no recruiting” rule in the F.W.C. But isn’t it ironic that the year when 
the entire offensive backfield consists #f returning lettermen and the 
new lights are installed, that the Hornet's regularly turn in a haphazard 
performance on their way to a mediocre 4-6 record? 

Now that the lights are up, it’s useless to tear them down, even though 
the immediate financial return foreseen from larger gate proceeds seems 
to have disappeared like one of Mike Lippi's passes against the Aggies 

The lights are here to stay, and long after this diatribe is forgotten 
they will ultimately pay for themselves, but we hope that somehow this 
article will serve as a reminder to those who have the power to 
speculate with a student's money. 

it pays to consider the value of old adages like the one which says, 
“look before you leap.” We would wish to revise that adage in view of 
our own situation, “look several times before you leap.” 


‘Victorian’ 


Mitford speaks on female role 


Jessica Mitford, noted author, 
political activist, former executive 
secretary for the East Bay Civil 
Rights Congress, former 
sub-eligible typist, former 
bartender, and proud possessor of 
several subpoenas presented to her 
by the House Un-American 
Activities Committee (HUAC), 
spoke Thursday night in the Music 
Recital Hall 

The English-born author of “The 
American Way of Death,” talked 
on her experiences as a woman 
writer 

Born 1917, one of seven 
children of Lord and Lady 
Redesdale, Jessica was educated 
entirely at home amid a very 
“victorian upbringing.”’ She could 
read by age six and by the time 
she was 12 she had “read enough 
to convince her that she was going 
to leave home as soon as 
possible.” 

Saving her money in a “running 
away fund,” she left at age 16 for 
the Spanish Civil War, with 
Esmond Romilly, a nephew of 
Winston Churchill, whom she later 
married in Europe and who was 
later killed in World War II. 

She came to the United States in 
1939. Here she becomes a 
sub-eligible typist for the Office 
of Price Administration. She got 
around her typing deficiency by 
pretending to be a boss and having 
her work done by the “Typing 
Pool,” while she hid out in the 
lounge 
It was at this job that Jessica met 
her present husband, Robert 
Treuhaft, an Oakland attorney. 
He noticed her shoplifting in the 
cafeteria, and was taken by her 
frugality. Soon she was promoted 
to investigator. 

After the war (1949-1955), she 
became secretary for the East Bay 
Civil Rights Congress. The 
Congress concerned itself with 
cases of police brutality, fair 
housing, and rights for the 
accused. It easily made _ the

SACRAMENTO (AP)-A state 
advisory committee Wednesday 
selected four existing educational 
television stations and 4 
developing one as top priority 
recommendations for federal 
funding, among them 
Sacramento’s KVIE. 

The State Educational Television 
and Radio Advisory Committee 
singled out a new station in 
Huntington Beach for a $398,000 
grant to help get it activated. 

The other four are existing 
educational channels at San 
Diego, Sacramento, Eureka, and 
in Santa Clara County 

The committee recommended 
the federal government grant 
$324,422 to KEBS-TV, Channel 
15, at San Diego State to start 
color programs; calied for an 
$83,000 grant for KTEH-TV, 
Channel 54, Santa Clara County, 
for improved mobile telecasting, 
urged a $195,183 grant to 
Sacramento's KVIE-TV. Channel 
6, to improve color telecasting 
and recommended $24,063 
KFET-TV, Channel 13, Fbureka, to

Attorney General's subversive list. 
It was at this time Jessica received 
her first HUAC subpoena and was 
visited and warned by the FBI. 

She left the congress in 1955, to 
become a housewife and raise her 
children. Unable to cope with 
housework, she was ultimately 
forced back into the business 
world. She found employment 
difficult for an uneducated 
woman of 38, whose only 
experience was organizing protests 
and writing propaganda 
leaflets. Jessica was finally able to 
get a job with the San Francisco 
Chronicle in. the  want-ad 
department, ‘by passing an 
intelligence and personality test. 
The intelligence test was a snap, 
but the personality test was 
tricky. “Do you sometimes feel 
that you are being followed?” Of 
course she was, but she couldn’t 
say so! 

Although good at her job, she 
was fired at the request of the 
FBI. “They must have felt the job 
was of a CLASSIFIED nature.” 

In desperation she turned to 
writing. Her first book, 
“Daughters and Rebels,” was 
turned down by eight publishers. 
She then wrote an article, “Saint 
Peter, Don’t You Call Me” which 
was also turned down by every 
major magazine. It was finally 
published in “Frontier” magazine,

and became the outline for her 
book, “The American Way of 
Death.” 


Jessica lamented on the topics 
most editors given women writers: 
“What the Royal Family Means to 
England,” “How to Save While 
Saving,” and the editor 
of“McCall’s” proposal that she 
and her husband infiltrate 
Master’s and Johnson’s Clinic. 


She is currently working on an 

article on prison reform, entitled, 
“Kind and Usual Punishment” 
which may develop into a book. 
“The law forbids cruel and 
unusua! punishment, you know, 
so I thought I would find out 
what is being done in prisons,” 
she said. 


While doing research, she spent 
24 hours in a woman's institution 
as an inmate. For an hour and a 
half she was in solitary, where she 
was able to hear the “Let Me 
Out!” screams of a !7-year-old 
girl sent there by a bureaucratic 
foul-up. Nothing can be done 
until she is 18, they regretfully 
explained. 


Jessica also wrote “The Trail of 
Doctor Spock” and has been put 
on the list (along with Spock) of 
Campus Radical Speakers by 
HUAC. 
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
